Stirs The Germans 


The Soviet statement declaring the state of war 
between Russia and Germany at an end doesn’t seem 
to mean much. But that is not to say that it is of no 
importance. It could have serious consequences. 
Nothing seems to have been changed by this 
Russian 
pronouncement. 
It 
.say s 
that 
“peaceful 
relations are established’' and that “all juridical 
restrictions concerning German nationals who were 
regarded as nationals of enemy stale” are now invalid. 
But it add.s that Germany 's international obligations 
are not affected and neither are the rights and 
obligations of the Soviet Union “derives from the 
present international agreement of the four powers 
concerning Germany as a whole.” 
The words farther down in the text seem to 
cancel the words in the first two paragraphs. Perhaps 
the test, as it has been suggested in Paris, will be 
what the Russians do about German prisoners still in 
their hands. 
If they send these men back home, 
Germans will be inclined to think that this edict 
amounts to something more than propaganda. 
Germans should be skeptical of Russian protesta­ 
tions. But many of them are so eager for a united 
Germany , so fearful of rearmament, so hungry for a 
stable peace that they want to believe in the Soviet's 
good intention.s. Chancellor Adenauer is having his 
tioubles persuading his people that the Pans agree­ 
ments should be ratified 
too many are ready to 
listen when the Social 
Democrats advocate still 
another four-power talk, before ratification, m an 
effort to get an agreement that will lead to the 
reunification of Germany . 
It is hard to believe that the Germans can be 
gullible enough to listen to Russian generalities that 
are not « îven promises but merely phra.ses that sound 
like promises. It seems to be the case, though.

Chiang Kai-shrk is a native of the village of Fenghua 


out.side of Ningpo m the province of Chekiang. Ningpo had 
been a revolutionary center of China during the 
nearly 


three centuries that the M anchus ruled China. T he Red 
and G reen secret societies w ere active there during this 
long period, carry ing on an underground m ovem ent to 


free China from alien rule. 
Chiang entered the political life of China as a sub­ 
ordinate of G eneral Chen Chi-mei, one of the 
m ost 
im po rtan t collaborators of Sun Yat-sen in the earl.v da.« s 
of the revolution. 
He studied tor a short while in the 
P eixang Military Academy which trained officers for the 
Peking governm ent; he went to J a pa n for a short period 
to study in a m ilitary school there. 
He becam e aide to 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen when the latter w as in exile in the French 
Concession 
in 
Shanghai 
plotting 
new revolutions 
and 
seeking 
aid first from the United Slates, 
then from 
G erm an y and finally from S<» viet Rus.xia. 


Sun was first appro ached by I^enin in the fo rm o f 
a ca ble inviting the Chinese lea der t<» attend a co n- 
ferenee in Mo seo w. .\s I was present when the « able 
was delivered to Dr. Sun and translated it fo r him 
fro m the French, I kno w «>f his surprise that it sho uld 
ha ve co me. 
As a result o f this invitatio n. Dr. Sun 
sent Chiang to study Red Army scho o l metho ds in 
Russia , where he remained fo r less than a yea r. 


This particular event chan ^rd the course of Chiang’s 
life. 
After Sun Yai-st-n had come to an agreem en t with 
Soviet Ru^..ld for suppirt of his 1924 revolution. Michael 
Borodm and Gcn.-ral Biuech. i-Galens, the Ru.ssian agents, 


e s t a bl i s he d t he 
Whamtxia M ilitary A cadem y with Chiang 
Kai-shek at its head and with a staff of R ussian in­ 
structors. 
Sun Yat-sen died on M arch 12, 1925, Qiifirrels ensued 
am ong the senior K uom m iang leaders over the succession. 
C hiang and the cadets of the Wharp^xia M ilitary A cadem y , 
under authority of Michael Borodin, seized the city and 
the leadei.ship of the Nationalist party and the revolution. 
F ro m that m om ent, until he broke with the Russians in 
H ankow during the C hristm as week of 1926, Chiang was 
Ml charge of the revolutionary arm ies that eventually 
m a ste re d China. 


Chiang's break with the Russians fo llo wed the 
Krem lin's decisio n that Bo ro din establish a Chinese 
puppet go vernm ent co m pletely o bedient to M o sco w. 
Chiang is no t o nly o bstinate but he has a fo rceful 
tem per, as General Stilwell w a s to learn. 


When Chiang discovered, through an Indian Trotzky ist 
w'hat was being planned for him and his country , he 
escaped to Changhai alone, leaving hi.s arm ies and the 
governm ent he nominally headed behind him . Supported 
by Shanghai bankers and busines.s men, he set up the 
N anking governm ent, regained m ost of his arm ies, ex­ 
pelled the Russians and entered upon a series of w ars 
w hich are not y et ended. The Communi.« it arm ies rem ain ed 
independent of him and have fought him to this day . 
His m a rria g e to Meiling Sooiig was not, as so m any 
have said, a politically arran g ed m arriag e. Politically at 
tha t m om ent, it w as of no advantage to Chiang, nor w as 
Meiling then a political personality . 
The Soong fam ily 
w as never politically united, ranging from the right wing 
position of Dr. H. H. Kung to the pro-Com munist attitude 
of M m e. Sun Sat-sen who disliked Chiang. 
It w as a 
rom antic m arria g e , as unusual as that was in those day s 
in China. As a result of this m arria g e , Chiang joined the 
Methodist church and sought to sy ncretize Christianity 
and Confucianism 
in w hat he called “ The New Life 
M ovem ent.’’ 


Chiang’s head was full o f refo rm s when he to o k 
o ver the Nanking go vernm ent, hut the civil wa rs 
abso rbed his time and energy. The first task w a s to 
elim ina te feuda lism , the privately-o wned a rm ies and 
go vernm ents which infested the co untry. 
In this, he 
w a s frustrated because o f the intereference o f Russia 
and J apan. 
Attempts to stabili*e the eco no m y o f the 
co untry and to refo rm currency and esta blish so und 
go vernm enta l pro cedures enco untered fo reign as well 
as indigeno us o ppo sitio n. 
Always he had to fight 
Co mmunists and fro m 19:11 to 19 4.5, he had to fight 
J a pa n e s well. 


A daring person, .self-made, not too schooled, obstinate 
to a fault, he has survived all these troubles, rem aining 
tiiday the living sy mbol of Nationalist, anti-Comm unist 
China. 
He is the kind of m an who does not run away 
and is likely to die in the fight.

Stirs The Germans 


The Soviet statem ent declaring the state of war 
between Russia and Germany at an end doesn't seem 
to mean much. But that is not to say that it is of no 
importance. It could have serious consequences. 
Nothing seems to have been changed by this 
Russian 
pronouncement. 
It 
says 
that 
“peaceful 
relations are established’* and that “all juridical 
restrictions concerning German nationals who were 
regarded as nationals of enemy state” are now invalid. 
But it adds that Germany’s international obligations 
are not affected and neither are the rights and 
obligations of the Soviet Union “derives from the 
present international agreement of the four powers 
concerning Germany as a w hole.” 
The words farther down in the text seem to 
cancel the words in the first two paragraphs. Perhaps 
the test, as it has been suggested in Paris, will be 
what the Russians do about German prisoners still in 
their hands, 
If they send these men back home, 
Germans will be inclined to think that this edict 
amounts to something more than propaganda. 
Germans should be skeptical of Russian protesta­ 
tions. But many of them are so eager for a united 
Germany, so fearful of rearmament, so hungry for a 
atable peace that they want to believe in the Soviet's 
good intentions. Chancellor Adenauer is having his 
t ioubles persuading his people that the Paris agree­ 
m ents should be ratified— too many are ready to 
listen 
when 
the 
Social 
Democrats 
advocate 
still 
another four-power talk, before ratification, in an 
effort to get an agreem ent that will lead to the 
reunification of Germany. 
It is hard to believe that the Germans can be 
gullible enough to listen to Russian generalities that 
are not ‘•veil promises but merely phrases that sound 
Uke promises. It seem s to be the case, though.

Chiang Kai-shek 


Chiang Kai-shek is a native of the village of Fenghtia 


outside of Ningpo in the province of Chekiang. NinRpo had 
been a revolutionary c en te r of China during the nearly 


th ree centuries that the M anchus ruled China. T he Red 
and G reen secret societies w ere active there during this 
long period, carrying on an underground m o v e m en t to 


free China from alien rule. 
Chiang entered the political life of China as a sub­ 
ordinate of G eneral 
Chen 
Chi-mei, one of 
the 
most 
im p o rtan t collaborators of Sun Yat-sen in the e arly days 
of the revolution. 
He studied for a short while in the 
P e n a n g Military A cadem y which trained officers for the 
P eking governm ent; he went to Jap an for a short period 
to study in a m ilitary school there. 
He b ecam e aide to 
D r. Sun Yat-sen when th e la tte r was in exile in the French 
Concession 
rn 
Shanghai 
plotting 
new 
revolutions 
and 
seeking 
aid first from 
the 
United States, 
then from 
G e rm a n y and finally from Soviet Russia, 


Sun was firs! approached bv Lenin in the form of 
a fable inviting the Chinese leader to attend a con­ 
ference in Moscow. 
Aa I was present when the cable 
was delivered lo Dr. Sun and translated it for him 
from the French, I know of his surprise that it should 
have rome. 
Aa a result of this invitation. Dr. Sun 
aent Chiaus to study Red Army school methods in 
Russia, where he remained for less than a year. 


This particular ev en t changed the course of Chiang's 
life. 
After Sun Y at-sen had come to an ag re em en t with 
Soviet Russia for aupport of his 1924 revolution, M ichael 
Borodin and G eneral B luecher-G alens, the R ussian agents, 
established the W ham poa Military A cadem y with Chiang 
K ai-shek at its head and with a staff of R ussian in­ 
stru cto rs. 
Sun Yat-sen died on M arch 12. 1925. Q h*i trels ensued 
am on g the senior K uom m lang leaders over the succession. 
C hiang and the cadets of the Wharqpoa M ilitary A cadem y, 
u nder authority of M ichael Borodin, seized the city and 
th* leadership of the N ationalist party and the revolution. 
F ro m th at m om ent, uutil he broke with the R ussians in 
H ankow during the C h ristm as week of 1926, Chiang was 
in ch arg e of the revolutionary arm ies th a t eventually 
m a s te re d China. 


Chiang's break 
with the Russians followed the 
Kremlin's decision that Borodin establish a Chinese 
puppet government completely obedient to Moscow. 
Chiang is not only obstinate but he has a forceful 
temper, as General Stilwell was to learn. 


When Chiang discovered, through an Indian T rotzkyist 
w h a t was being planned for him and his country, ha 
• scaped to Changhai alone, leaving his arm ies and th* 
governm ent he nom inally headed behind him . 
Supported 
by Shanghai bankers and business m en, he set up the 
N anking governm ent, reg ain ed most of his a rm ie s, ex­ 
pelled the Russians and en tered upon a series of wars 
w hich are not yet ended. T he Com m unist arm ie s rem ain ed 
independent of him and have fought him to this day . 
His m arriage to Moiling Sexing was not, as so m any 
h av e said, a politically a rra n g e d m arriag e. Politically at 
th a t m om ent, it was of no advantage to Chiang, nor was 
Welling then a political personality. 
The Soong fam ily 
w as never politically united, ranging from the right wing 
position of Dr. H. H. Kung to the pro-Com m um st attitude 
of M m e. Sun Sat-sen who disliked Chiang. 
It was a 
ro m an tic m arriage, as unusual as that was in those days 
in China. As a result of this m arria ge, Chiang joined the 
M ethodist church and sought to s y n c r e tic Christianity 
and Confucianism 
in 
w hat he called “ T he New Life 
M o vem ent.” 


Chiang's head was full of refarms when he took 
over the Nanking 
government, but the civil wars 
absorbed his time and energy. The first task was to 
eliminate feudalism, the privately-owned arm ies and 
governments which infested the country. 
In this, he 
was frustrated because of the intereference ol Russia 
and Japan. 
Attempts to stabilise the economy of the 
country and to reform currency and establish sound 
governmental procedures encountered foreign as well 
as indigenous opposition. 
Always he had to fight 
Communists and from 1921 to 1945, he had to fight 
Japan es well. 


A daring person, self-m ade, not too schooled, obstinate 
to a fault, he has survived all these troubles, rem aining 
today the living sym bol of Nationalist, anti-C om m unist 
C hina. 
He is the kind of m a n who does not run away 
and la likely to die in the fight.
